Canada’s Prosperity 


Interest created over the new federal 
budget poses a suitable occasion to review 
Canada’s whole economic situation. 


The outstanding feature of current eco- 
nomic trends is the shift from a peacetime 
to a defence economy. This shift is a cold 
fact that can’t be ignored and our thinking 
must be adjusted to face the events arising 
from such a situation. 

According to estimates in Finance Minis- 
ter Abbott’s new budget, Canada should end 
the fiscal year with a surplus of $30,000,000, 
Actually it may turn out to be much larger 
than this as last year Canada budgeted for a 
$15,000,000 surplus and ended up with $203,- 
000,000 in the kitty. 

These surpluses show that despite ever- 
increasing expenditures on defence, the 
Canadian government is in a sound finan- 
cial position. 


Industry Busy 

Canada’s industrial corporations appear 
to be in a prosperous position, Although cer- 
tain materials are in short supply for civilian 
production, manufacturers are keeping the 
wheels of industry humming with new de- 
fence contracts. 

Employment is at a high level, and will 
probably be higher before the year is out. 

On the farms the outlook is not quite 
so bright. Farm income dropped 25 per cent 
during the past year. Food production is one 
item that is not seriously influenced by the 
defence economy, and if production on the 
farms continues to rise food prices should 
drop. This is good for urban Canada _ but 
bad for rural Canada. 

It is particulary bad for rural Canada 
because while prices of rural products will 
decline, manufactured goods will probably 
continue to become more expensive. 

The working class still comprises the 
largest segment of Canada’s population, Ac- 
tually, the working class includes everybody 
that works for anybody else, no matter what 
their line of work might be. 


Inflation Threat 


The trend toward inflation that is be- 
coming more evident day by day poses as 
serious a threat to Canada’s welfare as does 
any foreign aggressor, No one will dispute 
our contention that a nation must be in- 
ternally strong to meet any external threat. 

Rising living costs and an_ increasing 
taxation burden are making it more and 
more difficult for the average Canadian to 
make ends meet. It is particularly menacing 
for the many thousands on meagre pensions 
of various kinds 

However, it must be admitted that on the 
whole Canadians are more prosperous than 
ever before in history. Bank savings are at 
a record peak, new homes are rising every- 
where, and more people are driving more 
cars than ever before. 

But nevertheless, the prosperity that this 
country has been enjoying may soon become 
a thing of the past if certain dangerous trends 
are not halted, 

We may find ourselves in a depression 
of prosperity——a depression wherein every- 
body’s working but nobody's able to keep on 
their feet. This could include business cor- 
porations, big and small, as well as the 
masses of wage-earners, 

The new federal budget certainly isn’t 
going to make it any easier on us. But the 
government needs money and can only get it 
through taxation 

With the new 20 per cent tax on income 
tax, and the raising of sales tax from eight 
to 10 per cent, the cost of living will register 
a sharp jump in the months ahead 


Price Controls Now! 

The government's policy in fighting in- 
flation—it admits inflation is becoming more 
of a threat every week—is to reduce pur- 
chasing power through higher taxes, curbs 
on credit buying, and other measures. 

We think this will cause too great a 
hardship because the end does not justify the 
means, Prices may eventually come down 
but meanwhile extreme hardships might be 
our lot. 

It is admitted the new federal budget is, 
on the whole, a just one. It is also admitted 
it will push the cost of living still higher than 
it is now. 

We think the new federal budget is one 
more sign of how urgently price controls are 
needed. It is One more reason why serious 
consideration should be given to immediate 
reimposition of price controls, 


The Battle Of 
The Fertilizers 


By T. W. PUE 


Something new has been added to the Canadian 
fertilizer market, Liquid Fertilizer. I've heard some 
condemn liquid fertilizer as practically useless. On 
the other hand, I've heard first hand praise for the 
product by farmers who have tried it. Who is right? 

Well, like any other controversial subject, both 
sides may be right and both may be wrong. I think 
the farmer who does not try it 
for himself may be more wrong 
than anyone. But information 
about liquid fertilizer is lacking 
to most growers and I here sub- 
mit some notes we managed to 
pick up on the subject. 


USED IN HOLLAND 

The current interest of the 
Canadian farmer in liquid fer- 
tilizer has sound historical and 
scientific background. 

In European countries like 
Holland, where crop areas are 
small and yields high, heavy use of liquid fertilizer 
or liquid manure is made. In China, productivity 
has been maintained for centuries through use of

liquid manure 

Pioneer research work on liquid fertilizers, as 
we know them today, was done in 1931 by Dr 
Victor A. Tiedjens and Professor Lyman G. Scher- 
merhorn of the New Jersey Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Rutgers, N.J. Their purpose was to pro- 
vide a more efficient, more economical method of 
using fertilizer materials, and their approach was 
that of the plant physiologist who studies the 
growth and functioning of plants. 

Fertilizers are used to supply plant nutrients 
which the crop cannot get from the soil. Professor 
Wallace S. Moreland, Rutgers University states: 
“UNFORTUNATELY the nutrients in dry fertiliz- 
ers cannot be used in the form they are applied 
since PLANTS only ABSORB FOODS which are 
DISSOLVED. Thus, during dry weather you may 
have plenty of fertilizer in the dry soil, but it 
is in no sense available to the plant. An adequate 
supply of water is the key that unlocks plant food 
n ordinary dry fertilizer.” 

LIQUID PLANT FOOD provides the nutrient 
elements that a plant requires, in the proportion 
the plant needs, already dissolved, thus making 
nutrients IMMEDIATELY AVAILABLE. This is 
especially important in early, critical stages of plant 
life, for, instead of lying dormant waiting for rain, 
the plant obtains natural growth. 


RESEARCH IN ENGLAND 
Further research by Dr. W. O. Roberts of 
East Malling, Kent, England, and Dr. K. Starr 
Chester of the Battelle Memorial Institute, Colum- 
bus, Ohio, amongst others, demonstrated the prac- 
tical benefit of treating seed grain with liquid 
fertilizer to conserve valuable fertilizer materials; 
to assit healthy, early growth; to encourage earlier 
emergence, longer growing season, earlier maturity. 
Practical use by thousands of farmers on large 

acreages has confirmed these findings 


Seed treatment with liquid plant food enables 
the farmer to KNOW that a FAIR SHARE of 
NUTRIENTS is AVAILABLE to EACH PLANT 
AT THE START. Additional nutrients can be 
supplied to the crop by top dressing with liquid 
plant food during various phases of growth. Ordin- 
ary spraying equipment can be used reducing the 
farmers investment in expensive equipment.

coal to eastern markets from its mines in 


Alberta have been halted because of increased freight rates, 
officials of Canadian Collieries said this week. 


The rate boosts, which run as 
high as $2.35 a ton on coal mov- 
ing from Alberta to Toronto, are 
removing the last big profitable 
market from the western mines. 

Western Coal Federation, which 
has been battling the proposed new 
freight rate structure for several 
months, reports that the rail lines 
have now put the 
effect. This threatens all western 
mining operations, which employ 
more than 10,000 men.

Labor Shortage May Hit 
Civilian Production Here 


(By British United Press) 
A mass call to arms across Canada would create a serious 
labor shortage and retard local production in Alberta, a survey 


here disclosed this week. 

Even under present conditions 
Alberta farmers have been fore- 
ed to revamp their farming meth- 
ods to cope with a labor shortage, 


O. S. Longman, deputy minister of 
agriculture, said in an interview. 

Deputy industries and _ labor 
minister J. E. Oberholtzer said 
Alberta’s industrial development 
clouds the picture so far as the 
labor supply is concerned. 

“There is now a nice balance 
between the labor supply and de- 
mand. However, Alberta is pass- 
ing through a transition period 
of industrial development that 
makes the future uncertain,’’ he 
said. 

He said the same doubt exists 
all the way across Canada, where 
industrial development has been 
a product of the postwar period. 

Alberta’s development has been 
more rapid than most provinces, 
due to the great forward strides 
in the search for oil and gas’ 

Alberta’s labor force was esti- 
mated recently at 350,000 men, 
nearly half of them farm workers. 


MAY HAVE TO 
IMPORT LABOR 

Oberholtzer said importation of 
labor may be necessary to Keep 
pace with the industrial expan- 
sion, which some day may make 
Alberta more of an industrial than 
an agricultural province as at 
present. 

“The difficulty of otbaining 
adequate labor is modifying the 
design of our agriculture,’ Long- 
man said. ‘We are devoting more 
attention to wheat production and 
grass fed beef cattle produc- 
tion.” 

“These enterprises require a 
minimum amount of labor and at 
the moment are providing the 
maximum return to the land own- 
er, while farm enterprises such as 
dairying, hog production and 
poultry production are suffering.” 

Longman listed these reasons 
for the “‘increasing difficulty” in 
obtaining sufficient farm labor: 

1. Rapid industrial and urban 
development. 

2. Higher wages and_ shorter 
hours of employment for urban 
workers. 

8. Provision of workmen's com- 
pensation, medical aid, pension 
payments and unemployment in- 
surance for most workers but not 
those on the farm. 

Tt is essential that agriculture 
attract a greater nercentage of 
our population if it is to meet 
the food needs of our urban de- 
velopment,”’ Longman said. 


Oil and gas transmission lines 
can be built over mountain tops, 
but skirting them means cheaper 
construction, cheaper gas and 
more dependable maintenance. 


HITS ‘EXPERTS’ 


Labor Chief Sees 
No Shortage In 
Working Force 


“It is unlikely there will be any 


labor shortage in Alberta, but if 
there is extreme care must be 
taken in screening immigrants,” 
declared H. G. Turner, secretary 
of the Edmonton Trades and 
Labor Council. 

He made the statement when 
told that J. E. Oberholtzer said it 
might be necessary to import labor 
to keen pace with industrial ex- 
pansion here. 

Mr. Turner said that the whole 
trouble with importing labor is 
that insufficient care is taken 
in screening prospective workers. 
He said they are brought here as 
experts in some particular trade 
or profession, but when they ar- 
rive it’s found they can’t do the 
job they’re supposed to do.

The startling disclosure came 
when Edmonton members of the 
“Canadian Anti-Communist Lea- 
gue’ received copies of “The 
Canadian Intelligence Service,” @ 
paper devoted mainly to smearing 
Jews. 

The self-styled ‘“Anti-Commun- 
ist League,” headed by Ron Gos- 
tick, who addressed a public meet 
ing at the IOOF hall here recently 
and spoke to the Edmonton Cham- 
ber of Commerce, charges that 
Jews are financing the Commun- 
ist movement here and abroad. 

In the current issue of “Cana 
dian Intelligence Service,” a 
forged letter is printed as fact.

Got to thinking the other day 
of what a part sound plays in our 
lives, mostly unconsciously, and 
how much that is beautiful must 
be lost to those without hearing. 

What wou ld gap 
summer be with- ®% 
out the sign of a 
lazy surf or the 
high voices of the 
kids in the water 
or the drone of the 
bee? Surely some- 
thing less wonder- 
ful. What would 
life be if we were 
never again to 
hear the drumming of the rain 
on the shingles? Or ice tinkling 
in a tall drink? 

I remember once sitting in a 
camp in Aldershot, homesick as a 
lost spaniel, and hearing a pro- 
gram the BBC had put out for the 
Canadian troops in England. They 
had recorded a lot of sounds in 
Canada and one was the sound of 
a train whistle. I had to blow my 
nose several times. I suppose you 
have to miss a sound to know what 
it means to you. 

*_* * 

Train sounds would probably be 
high in everybody’s list of favor- 
ites. I think now if I had to pick 
the most thrilling sound in my 
memory it would be the sound of 
a train I heard as a boy. 

My father and I had gone camp- 
ing in the Rockies. One night we 
pitched our tent at Albert Can- 
yon in a field not more than 40 
paces from the tracks. When the 
transcontinental came through in 
the early morning it was like it 
was coming through the tent. The 
sound just filled up your insides, 
shattering, crushing, full of terror 
and joy. 

When it reached down the valley 
with the banshee whistle scream- 
ing for a bend my dad whispered 
across to me from his sleeping bag, 
“Let's stay here tomorrow night

The Freedom- 
ites themselves will make the final 
decision on where they will erect 
new homes and elear new farms 
under Sorokin’s leadership. 

A few of the 12,000 orthodox 
Doukhobors view Sorokin as a re- 
ligious opportunist, but most 
have faith in him and believe he 
will convert the Freedomites to 
peaceful citizens. 

His most recent pronouncement 
to his flock was that he had un- 
covered evidence that riots and 
arson in the Nelson-Creston area 
of British Columbia involving 
Doukhobors were incited by 
“agents of Stalin.” 

The Freedomites, for religious 
reasons, cannot take up firearms. 


Sorokin said through his _ inter- 
preter, however, that “if Stalin 
comes to Canada, maybe we'll 


throw rocks at him.”

From a research laboratory in Edmonton may some day 
flash the news that will electrify the world, give new hope 
and mark the medical profession’s greatest 


to millions, 
triumph over disease. 

On that day, an earnest white- 
coated research worker may say, 
with all the caution and reserve of 
his profession: “I think we know 
now what causes cancer.” 


It is that dream which is prompt- 
ing the Alberta Cancer Society to 
establish the first centralized and 
co-ordinated medical research cen- 
tre in Alberta—the Dr. J. S. Me- 
Eachern Cancer Research Labora- 
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tory on the University of Alberta 
campus. 

It is that dream which every Al- 
bertan brings closer to reality by 
his contribution to the Alberta 
Cancer Society’s campaign for 
funds. 

The Society hopes to place 
$150,000 at the disposal of Uni- 
versity of Alberta authorities, 
so that construction of a re- 
search laboratory can begin as 
soon as possible. 

The laboratory will concentrate

Horse Lovers Here Roused; 
Retire Dobbin or Eat Him?

One of the juiciest arguments to raise the ire of horse- 
lovers since the days of the automobile still rages here over 
whether to superannuate Dobbin or eat him. 


An Edmonton firm recently es- 
tablished the first fresh horse 
meat store in the nation. 

Business was fairly steady the 
first day. But most of the shoppers 
were mainly inquisitive. They ap- 
parently were willing to let some 
others do the experimenting and 
then take their cue from them at 
a later date. 

In the next stall there is a regu- 
lar butcher counter. The butcher 
here was inclined to sneer at his 
new competition, but he couldn't 
argue against the horse meat 
prices, which were less than half 
of his. 

For instance, ground horse 
meat (hamburger) was selling 
at 20 cents a pound, compared 
to 60 cents at the regular 
butcher shops. The lowest horse 
meat price was 10 cents a 
pound for soup bones, 40 cents 
for horse tenders and 35 cents 
for roasts. 

To govern horse meat sales 
should they become province-wide, 
the Alberta government passed 
regulations reminiscent of the 
days when margarine was intro 
duced as a butter substitute. The 
main purpose of the regulations 
was to make sure horse meat is 
not sold as anything but that. 

But how could man _ suddenly 
turn on his faithful servant over 
the years since time immemorial 
cried the opponents of horse meat 
sales. The machine age has pretty 
well made old dobbin useless, but 
that’s no reason to start slaugh- 
tering him.

Farmers’ Union to Appeal 
For Sand, Gravel Rights 


The Farmers’ Union of Alberta will appeal the sand and 
gravel court case involving two Edmonton district farmers, 
according to Henry Young, president. 


Last year an oil company 


brought suit against two Edmon- 
ton district farmers who had 
gravel pits on their land, claiming 
that the sand and gravel went with 
the mineral rights. In spite of the 
apparent absurdity and injustice 
of this claim, the judge awarded 
the gravel to the oil company. 

This means that the farmers in 
question lose their rights to the 
sand and gravel on their land, and 
that they still will have to pay the 
oil company for all the gravel sold 
from the pits in question since 
they were started. If this is al- 
lowed to stand, it may affect the 
rights of farmers in many parts 
of the province. 

The provincial government has 
felt so disturbed by the court’s 
decision that they have enacted a 
law that in future all sand and 
gravel shall belong to the owner 
of the surface. The government is 
to be commended upon their ac- 
tion but it is uncertain whether 
this law will cover the many cases 
where mineral rights were 
ated long ago. This can only be 
decided by a test case taken to the 
highest court in Canada. 

As the interests of many farm- 
involved the Farmers’ 
Union has decided to appeal this 
case. This will involve heavy ex- 
pense as it is altogether probable 
that the case will have to be car- 
ried to the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada. A fund is therefore being 
opened at the Farmers’ Union Of- 
fice and an appeal is being made 
to all farmers to send contribu- 
tions to this fund as 
sible.
